Detroit, a fter a ll, ha s 
four wheels for every ncrson 
willing to ta ke his cha nces 
with a fina nce compa ny, a nd 
plenty more to boot.

nomics. 
therefore, 
dicta tes 
tha t everyone ca pa ble of get­ 
ting the kej into the ignition 
be subjected to a t e s t tha t 
will a ssure him the right to 
do so. 
In 
logica l 
terms, 
it 
is 
senseless. The ma n a dmitted 
to college is merely licensed 
to let a bit of light into his 
bra in, but the ma n licensed 
to drive is empowered to op­ 
era te a la rge, fa st a nd dea d­ 
ly piece of ma chinery a mong 
chickens a nd sm a ll children. 
The first requires a knowl­ 
edge 
of Cicero a nd qua d­ 
ra tic equa tions: the second 
requires only the cunning to 
get a round the block without 
loo.scning a policema n’s mo­ 
la rs. 


Obviously, 
America 
ha s 
rea ched a sociologica l deci­ 
sion of some importa nce: to 
wit, tha t everyone should be 
entitled to drive but not to 
a ttend college.

test 
merely reflect society’s ge­ 
nius for inventing tests tha t 
will enforce even the most 
irra tiona l policy decisions.

socia l improvisa tion, h a v e

excluded content. Thus, the

Fa ilure 
to pa ss this one ha s crushed 
a million egos a nd cost more 
tha n 
one 
public 
rela tions 
ma n his job. How ma ny peo­ 
ple who .sa w Ba rbra Strei- 
.sa nd 
in “ Funny Girl” en­ 
joyed the .show a s much a s 
telling other ¡¡eople they ha d 
seen it? (The compensa ting 
inclusion process in enter­ 
ta inment, 
incidenta lly, 
is 
television. 
.Note 
exclusive 
people’s 
fondness 
for 
pro­ 
nouncing it worthless.) 
One of the more irrita ting 
exclusion processes is t h c 
sourcc-of-income test which 
the government gives to ex­ 


clude certa in people f r o m 
ta xes. Those who ca n pa ss 
the test by collecting their 
income from interest on mu­ 
nicipa l bonds, oil wells a nd 
such a re excluded from the 
burden of helping to fina nce 
the government. The oppo.s- 
ing inclusion process in this 
ca se is the Socia l Security 
benefit, which ma y be col­ 
lected by a ny ta xpa yers who 
do not prema turely succumb 
to middle-a ged ba nkruptcy. 


Socia lly, the exclusion pro- 
cess is a pplied even in the 
crimina l world. The test here 
is whether the ra sca l knows 
his constitutiona l r I g h t .s. 
Those who ca n pa ss it a re 
a wa rded la wyers a nd ba il. 
Those who ca n’t a re included 
ill ja il. 
Nowa da y:- 
a n 
interesting 
development

Certa in groups t h a t ha ve 
tra ditiona lly been victimized 
by va rious exclusion proce.s- 
ses a re crea ting new exclu­ 
sion processes of their own. 
These a re designed to ex­ 
clude the very people who, 
until ju.st recently, ha ve been 
doing the excluding. Every- 
body, they a re discovering, 
ca n* enjoy tha t elite .sensa ­ 
tion by ma king a n cxclusivo 
virtue of his previous 
ex­ 
clusion. 
Thus we ha ve the youth 
cult with its fca rtui ovcr-3n 
test a utoma tica lly excluding 
ha lf the popula tion from the 
delightful .sensa tion of mora l 
rectitude. Groups which bene­ 
fit from the new exclusion 
processes 
a re 
displea sed 
with society a nd wa nt to re­ 
build it. This is a good goa l, 
but it is discoura ging to see 
them rolling out the sa m e 
blueprint tha t wa s used tor 
the old.

The Univerrity of Nebraska 
has received a $177.854 fed­ 
eral grant to conduct continu­ 
ous 
training 
programs

1‘roiect Head Start teachers 
during the next 12 months. 
Twenty-four trainees from 
Nebraska. Colorado and Mon­ 
tana are attending the first in 
the scries of training pro­ 
gram.-. Last summer the uni­ 
versity received two grants 
for eight-week sessions for 
Project Head Start training 
program^. 
The rnlver.sUy of Nebraska i 
is one of three institutions in | 
this area which offer train­ 
ing under the Head Start Pro. 
gram 
to potential teachers 
and aides. Similar programs 
are offered by Stephens Col­ 
lege in Missouri and ( ’olora- 
do State College at (îreeley. 
JT'oject Head Start is fi­ 
nanced through the federal 
government's Office of Kco-

Trainees’ tuition, liooks, and ! 
housing 
are 
paid, 
and 
a 
stipend is provided. 
The first trainee group, 21 
women and .1 men, was se­ 
lected by their local commu­ 
nity action agency, which rec­ 
ommended them to the uni­ 
versity. They will be trained 
to be teachers or teachers’ 
aides for pre-school children 
from economically deprived 
families. 
Program Outlined 
The program involves dis­ 
cussion, study, guest lectur­ 
ers, and extensive reading, 
in what Program Director Dr. 
Millicent 
Savery 
describes 
as 
“ a 
program 
that 
pro­ 
vides a background of both un­ 
derstanding and practical ex­ 
perience.” Trainees spend ap- 
t>roximately W o of t h e i r 
time working directly with 
children in Lincoln Head Start 
centers. 
Study areas covered during 
the course are; .staff, health, 
;services, nutrition, daily pro­ 
gram, volunteers, parents, so­ 
cial services, equipment and 
supplies, and points for par­ 
ents. 
Students t r a i n e d at the 
university will return to their 
home areas and work in Head 
Start centers for pre-school 
children. The purpose of these 
centers is to help children 
who are disadvantaged be­ 
cause of low income. 
Often these children start 
.school with a limited experi­ 
ence 
background, 
lack 
of 
health care, and good nutri­ 
tion, and deficient language 
.skills. 
Margaret Paxton, 
a 
trainee from Durango, Colo., 
.stated, ” 1 have taught in pub­ 
lic schools, and some of these 
children have a real language 
barrier.” 
AVative Language 
Other children speak a for­ 
eign language, so either the 
teacher or the aide m u s t 
speak the native language of 
the child. 
Miss P a x t o n added, "We 
aie not t r y i n g to give the 
child just a head start; we’re 
trying to give him an even 
start.” To do this, potential 
teachers must learn to admin­ 
ister education, medical care,

Of the three, the Metro po litan’s sho w 
is far and a wa y the mo st beautiful, partly 
beca use o f its superb installatio n, but mo st­ 
ly beca use these co stumes (the wo rd is 
ina dequa te), displa y ed no t a s perio d pieces 
hut purely as wo rks o f art, mo unted like 
jewels o r like sculpture and hav ing so me 
o f the qualities o f bo th — these co stumes, 
in co mpa riso n with the painting and sculp­ 
ture in the o ther ex hibitio ns, include ea sily 
the highest pro po rtio n o f ima gina tiv ely de­ 
signed and well-crafted o bjects. 
“ Designed” is an impo rtant wo rd just 
here, since it seem s to reject humanistic 
philo so phical v a l u e s a s the co ncern o f 
pa inters and sculpto rs and judges them 
o nly a s designers —■ manipulato rs o f co lo r, 
pa tterns and ma teria ls fo r their o wn sa kes 
ra ther than a s mea ns to ward the ex pres­ 
siv e ends tha t art o nce serv ed. This re­ 
jectio n is no t entirely just, since there are 
a rtists wo rking to day who are co ncerned 
with so mething mo re than this manipula­ 
tio n. But it is no t unjust lo the big inter­ 
natio nal sho ws, where the humanists, when 
inv ited to sho w at all, a re largely o bliter­ 
a ted by the fashio n-setting designers.
